A printed paper faid to be Unanimouſly agreed to by a part of Rath- 
friland Company, Mr. Robert Sloan in the chair, and ſigned by ſaid 


Sloan being read. 


J ESOLVED Unanimouſly, that ſaid paper is falſe, ſcandalous and malicious; that 
Captain Barber fo far from aſſuming power to which he was not entitled, ſuffered the 
company to be dictated to, and harraſſed by litigious and troubleſome members, who ne- 
ver could be at peace. That, we fully approve of Captain Barber's refuſing to put an 
Improper motion.—That, the form of the trial of the member alluded to for diſobedience 
of orders, was aſſented to by himſelt,—That, he ſubmitted to the ſentence; that ſaid 
tobert Sloan was a member of the Court-niartial, and readily ifſented to the verdict, 
though he declares in ſaid paper, they were packed of ſuch as would implicitly obey 
Captain Barber.—That, we have no members of that deſcription ; that the orders ſaid per- 
{on was convicted of diſobeying, were given on parade.—That, Captain Barbet did not 
retuſe a member an opportunity to explain his conduct; ſaid member defired to be tried, 
he was refuſed unleſs a complaint was made. And Captain Barber is incapable of 
uling harſh appellations to any man, we aver he did not; we rejoice that of late he hath 
taken to himſelf the powers we intruſted him with at his election, and which he has 
always exerted for our honor: We are now of ONE MIND, and will a& under his 
command. That the requiſitions deſerved no anſwer, the laſt charge is ridiculous ; every 
part of Captain Barber's conduct evinces he never made cringing ſubmiſſion to any man, 


Reſolved Unanimouſly, that James Parker, for diſtributing ſaid infanious lible, on our 
Captain and Company, and for directing copies under cover to our officers, which 
were put into the Newry office; be and is expelled from tliis Corps, as unworthy to 
be enrolled in the VOLUNTEER ARMY. 


Reſolved, that our brethren in tlie Volunteer Army be aſſured, we can at this day 
bring as many Volunteers into the field in compleat uniform, as attended the late Newry 
Review, and that as the cauſe which impeded our growth is now happily removed.—\Ve 
pledge ourſelves to increaſe our numbers and improve our diſcipline. 


Reſolved, that it appears to this company from undoubted evidence, that ſaid paper 
was not agreed to at the meeting mentioned, but a different paper read at ſaid meeting, 
and ſaid infamous lible* ſubſtituted in its place. ; |
